One 3 and in this Senfe the Moufe may be 
faid net to dareto do this, They will 
be too Honeft for that kind of Courage. 
it wu true, there is nothing abfurd, bat 
a Generation now among us, will take it 
inas Truth, and run away with as fit to be 
beliew’d and reported: Nor indeed was 
ever aCaufe Supported and carried on wich 
fuch a Mafs, fuch a crude indigefted Lump 
of Inconfiftencies and Forgeries, as this 
High Flying Caufe now is, al) which they

purpofe co Dethrone and Anticipate her 
“Majefty’s Title, and has infolently Invaded 
her Dominions, to Depofe and Dethrone 
her To fuggeft this of her Majefty, 
js to fuppofe her what is inconfiftent with 
the Chriftan, as well as with the Queem, 
and make her Majefty Felo de feto her own 
Glory, and yet worfe tofher People. 

It might be a Check to this Folly to fug-

only Legal Authority to declare the Succef- 
fion, and give the Inheritaace the Sanétion 
of their Limitation-—— Ard this I believe 
Ican fuftain, by the Laws of the Conftitu- 
tion : But as this is a nice Point, I fhall 
enter no farther upon it at prefent——— 
As to the foolith Suggeftion before nem‘d, 


I thinkit only fits 4 poor fisting Party, wh® 
have nothing but fuch hhitts to Support 
them, who make Lies their Refuge, and 
whofe Caufe would long ago have fallen, 
if they did not find fome fuch weak Things 
as thefe to uphold them. 

But even all this may happen, the Thing 
is pofible, as the Propbet Jfaiahfuys, 2 Mv- 
ther may torget her Child, €c. a Queen 
MAY — her Crovn, Sovereigas MAY 
A& agaiuft Nature, and People MAY run 
like Mad-Men upon Precipices 3 thefe 
Things MAY be, for they have been 3 but 
thata Parliament, a Body of Men Chofen 
out of the whole Nation, one ofa City, and 
two of aCounty ; that Theie when they 
come together, fhould ina Legiflative and 
Reprefentative Capacity, give us up to 
France This is impoffible, no fuch 
Thing ever was in Nature, it cannotbe, ic 
is -Hetrogeneous and contrary to the Na- 
ture of the Thing call’d Parliament, Pre- 
pofterous to fuggeft, and Ridiculous co 
fear. 

Nor is the Obje@ion of aToryParliament 
in my Senfe, fufficients fuppofe I thould 
grant forArgument fake, that the Days may 
come, when we fhould have fucha Thing 
befal us—Yet in their ParliamentCapacity, 
itcould not be, let chofe that think of ic bat 
confider, what muft be previoustoit— No 
Parliament, /f 1 bave any fight into shefeTbings, 
can do this —— They have fo many Things 
toda firft — So many previous Queftions 
to put firft, that it cannot be fo much as 
fuggefted, without thinking all Honeft 
Men both within Doors and without, infa- 
tuate and a-fleep; andthe People whom 
they imagin it of, back’d with a Power at 
Home, able to reduce thefe three Nations 
toa fabje&ion to it by immediate Force 
I fhallgoon with this in my
